Once before bids were received, 
bul they were all above Ihe amount 
of the appropriation allowed $30,000 
and hence had lo be rejected. 'Tues- 
day of this week the trustees held 
a special meeting to open 
bids received for the work and 
awarl Ihe contract. It was found 
I hat Mi. .1. W. Ileckart's bid to do 
the work was ihe lowest, $-25, SIT 30, 
and he was accordingly given the 
"job. 'The place selected for the 
building is the northeast corner of 
the institution gronnus, where the 
present barn now Stands. 'This 
will necessitate its removal, and 
thereby goes an old land mark. 
We do not know how Ion-; it has 
■stood there, but it occupid the place 
when we fust knew anything about 
ihe institution — 1866. It has been 
an eyesore lor a number of » 
and hence its removal lo give place 
to a building of finer appearance, 
and foi better purposes, will be 
welcomed Work on the new 
structure is to begin March the lirst, 
ami the building is to be ready foi 
use by September 1st, this year. It 
will be fireproof. 

The first floor will be used for or 
ilinary cases of sickness.

Ii proposed to create h uieuioi la 1 
to the late Rev. TbOffiBI Qallaudet, 
I). I)., by ths erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deiif-Mutes. The present Church 
Is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some tweuty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated* which will form a faoade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious an I social life amongst 
the Hi lent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped (lining bis lifetime to see the 
erection of thi* building, which 
would have completed the oh arch 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as s 
most, fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy s 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street frout and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will he used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 

dei Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 930,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
